Mr, Juilict Burton proaeeded to addreia 
the Grand Jurir* aa follows :— Gentlemen 
of the Grand Jury of the county of the 
city of Dublin— There ia not that I am 
at prearnl ewer* of any nf the ordinary 
hufufteae of the county of the city that 
makes it necreaery for me to addreaa any 
perlintlnr obj*rTa.tfc>n» to you. If any 
difficulty should occur in the diicharge of 
tlial part of your duty, tbe court will 
nlwnyi be reedy to render you ita aaeii* 
lance at any lime. But, gentlemen, you 
ere yonrnelret, 1 am sure, wtU aware that 
there ia a matter likely— which I believe I 
may sny, certainly will be brought before 
you, of very greet anxiety and of eery 
great public feeling. And upon that, gen- 
tlemen, I think it my duty, aa succinctly 
aa I ran upon aurh a aubject, to lay before 
you euch olrtrriatinni as may pouiiily 
facilitate the diicharge nf the very impor- 
tant, but perhaps, you may find in tliie 
case, not my difficult dnty you will hare to 
dieeharge. Si is lordship went on to observe 
that the cate he alluded to wai the an eject 
of an isdictmcnt which ni KkeW to be 
referred to the grand jury, and he had to 
state that auch an indictment did not of 
itself bring a legal accusation against a 
party instil a bill had bees found apon it 
by a grand jury. The grand jury were, 
therefore, only to hear the eridence in 
support of the prosecution, Thai eri- 
*aa to he giren on oath, by wit- 
who would be produced before 
and Ihe grand jury were to hear 
the eiidenee in gtrtn, and to satisfy their 
own judgments upon the indictment. If, 
upon a careful examination of auch eii- 
de uce, they (the grand jury), nr a major- 
ity of them, amounting at least to twelve, 
were satisfied that a sufficient case wa* 
laid before them to auggeit the propriety 
or putting the parties upon trial, they 
would then find the bill, and the parties 
(hen became formally accrued. If, 
after such ciammatiop, they were satis- 
fied of the insufficiency of the evi- 
dence in support of the indictment, then 
they were to discharge the parties from 
ithat bill for the time, although they 
were not thereby relieved from any further 
proceeding* being taken. The autficiency 
of the circumstance was to oe ascertained 
upon this principle — whether, if the parties 
were upon (riaf, on a plea of not geJIty, 
and no eridence was given on their behalf, 
the facts were auch, upon the part of the 
prosecution, m would eventually lead to 
the accused being found guilty. It was 
further to be observed, that if they found 
tfac bill to be a true one aa to some 01 one 
of the count! in the indictment, they might 
reject some counts end find 1 true bill at 
to othen, upon which counts the parties 
could be put upon their trial , but they 
could not find a true bill aa 10 one part of 
any count, sod to reject the reet of the 
count. The kill that was likely to be 
brought before them was one against a 
certain number of pcTsont specified in it, 
and the whole charge was one of con- 
spiracy to euhvert the established laws of 
the realm by unlawful means. Bat to 
constitute a conspiracy it waa not or Dea- 
ler r that the object should be unlawful, 
if the weans by which it was sought 
to be effected were unlawful. Ilia lord- 
ship observed, that, from the infomnstioua 
which had been swam, Ihe avowed object 
of the parties accused was the abolition of 
the Legislative Union between Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland, as at present subsisting, 
He believed he might state that the great 
and ostensible, and, aa ha oonld collect it 
from the informations sworn before hii 
avowed object of the persona charged, wis 
that of procuring Ihe abolition of the Le- 
gislative Union of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, aa it at present existed.

Whether 
the language was correctly stated in the 
informations, or whether it was need, oe if 
used, was nsed in that sense, I hey would 
have to examine into and satisfy them- 
selves upon— but he thought that the 
statement in the sworn in forms; ions 
authorised and made it incumbent on hint 
to state from that plaee, that a uch a pro- 
position had no legal foundation, and that 
the Legislative Union was not only prac- 
tically but lawfully iu force id Inland at 
the present mement, and they in «. 
ercising their judgment on the indictment 
would be hound w to consider it. This 
certainly, was not supposed to amount to 
* denial of the right of lbs subject to eon- 
test tbe political expediency of continuing 
ihe Legislative Union in it* present state, 
or seeking by lawful means an alteration in 
it.

of thnie meetings to create any infraction 
of the public peace on these occasions ; on 
the contrary, it appeared In him that the 
parties in question strictly abstained on 
those occasions, from netting those who 
wished, by their demonstration of physical 
force, to come into collision with those 
who were op|msed 10 them in pnlitical 
feeling. It was, however, stated to those 
assemblages which were exhibited, that 
the Repeal of ihe Union should be ob- 
tained by their intervention— that by their 
intervention it must and should take 
place. That seemed to him to afford 
grounds for an indict mint for intimidation, 
but whether it hail that purport or not, it 
would, of course, he lor the jury to judge — 
that was, whether it was a in alter tit to be 
tried before * jury on a plra of not guilty. 
He had further to tell them that there was 
a charge in Iheindictmeritof misdemeanor, 
and it appeared to him to he some evidence 
of the truth of that charge— but of the 
troth of Ihe evidence, and the inferences 
to he drawn from it, was far them to 
judge, and 10 find or rejvet the hill as they 
might think fit. He had already intimated 
that the evidence in support of this charire 
waa of a circumatantinl or inferential cha- 
racter, and might be found to have rela- 
tion to other charges in (lie indictment- 
he alluded lo ihe one which charged It as 
ant of the objects of conspiracy, thai of 
sidling discontent and disaffection antodgst 
the Queen's subjects, and amongst others, 
those serving in the army and nary. 
If the evidence had nny weight, it not 
only tended to establish what ia in itself a 
high misdemeanour, but it also corrobo- 
rated the charge or intimidation, and, 
therefore, both ihes* views deserved the 
serious attention of the jury. The prin- 
cipal evidence iu support or the charge, so 
far as it had fallen under his observation, 
■as that which imputed that a letter or 
letters were published in a newspaper, of 
which some or one of the parties accused 
ia the editor or editors. That document, 
or whatever documents there might he of 
this nature, should be considered with 
care, with the view on the one hand to 
elicit a due meaning of the intention of 
the composition itself, and if it mi^ht be 
supposed that designs of such a descrip- 
tion had been conveyed in it — it waa cer- 
tainly conveyed in x very ambiguous 
and carefully studied lungusge (as all 
auoh statements generally were j and 
seoondly, whellirr it was published 
with the knowledge of that meaning 
imputed to it, and whether the publica- 
tion bearing that meaning was not in 
accordance with the intention of the ol 
parties accused, or any of them. There 
was another charge which he considered 
of a very important nature, lie meant 
one which imputed la parties having so- 
licited and obtained money to carry out 
their objects not only in the United King, 
doni but also in foreign countries. Tbe 
question upon thai would br, whether the 
Hmlributkma so received were received for 
tbe purposes charged in the indictment, 
or whether it did not so arise as to make 
it a ease requiring a defence from the 
parties charged in the indictment. That 
WbuhJ be a matter for their consideration 
He felt, however, scrordiug lo his view of 
the subject, that the offence aa it appeared 
to htm to be charged, led to the bionics 
and purposes of cuEJecling those contribn 
tions, and constituted them a misde 
meaner , and he could not but feel bound 
to aay in hit present view of this part of 
the case, that the fact itself opened a case 
ol very great importance, and disclosed 
case very til, and which possibly, it would 
be satisfactory, to send to trial. There 
was another charge of a specific offence 
which he felt it necessary lo bring be " 
the notice of the grand jury, which wi 
require their deepest altenoion and con- 
sideration — he alluded to the charge of eo 
deavouaing to bring into contempt and 
disreaprct the legal tribunals of the coun 
try, and destroy the confidence of tbs 
people in the authority or the crown, by 
the establishment of courts for the ad- 
ministration of law. This was charged in 
th 1 indictment aa part of Ihe alleged mis 
demeanour, and the evidence to be offered 
in support of it was of sq infertntisl 
character. The case was, that parties 
wen appointed to fUl the situation 
of judges in these courts, and at the 
same time this wai done the parties 
charged publicly stated that ihuae jr J - 
ahould be appointed by ihe people, 
measure he partiuulariy alluded to was the 
appointment of arbitrators to adjudicate 
upon matters of indifference between the 
Queen's subjects.

There ansa another 
point to which he thought it neces- 
sary to allude — he meant tbe charge of 
wilful and corrupt perjury against one of 
the witnesses upon whose affidavit lbs in- 
formation wai grounded, As this witness 
will probably be produced, they would 
cross examine him upon the subject, sod 
ha had only to tell them that if any mis- 
represenlsUoa appeared to have been made 
upon his oath, and that it was wilful, with 
a consciousness that what he sw

PA PES CURRENCY. 
(From the Timet. > 
U>, Cowill, who is well known for the 
visit he made to the United States about 
three years since, on the part end under 
tb* instructions of the Bank ol England, 
and for his general eonnexk n and acquaint- 
ance with banking a Hairs, he being now 
manager of the Bristol and Otouceatrr 
branch of the Bank, has just published a 
pamphlet, which ia the subject of much 
conversation among the higher commercial 
circle* in the dty. The form or it is that 
of a amies of letter* addressed to Mr. ¥. T, 
baring, late Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and its object is that of supplying a toft 
paper euirowy, which ihill never be sub- 
ject either to inconvenient expansion or 
contraction. As we do not intend to after 
any opinio* about it, it will be aufheient 
to give his plan in hi* own words, aa con- 
tained in the f< flowing extract from his 
pampblet : — 

"\Veh**e. large publicdebl. I propose 
I.— "That Commissioners be appointed 
by Act of Parliament to sit every day from 
1 1 o'clock, a.m., to 2 o'clock, p. in , wish 
orders lo give paper ce;t incites of deposits 
of gold returnable an demand. 

"2 That every day at 2. p.m., lliry 
expend two-thirds of all the gold liiey 
shall have received during the day in ihe 
purchase^ef at much or the public debt as 
it will eoeanvand, thus restoring to the 
Marktt of lit World two-thirds of what 
ever gold they nay Iu 
reserving one-third in the 

"3. — 'That every day, from the hours 
of 1 1 to 2, they return to such persons as 
may present certiBoates all the nnld which 
the certificates so presented shall evidence 
is du*. 

"4.— "That on nny day ill the course of 
which they shall have relumed more gold 
loan they hive received, they sell at 
1.' clock aa much of the public debt held 
by them as will establish the exact relation 
of one tn three between their reserve of 
gold and their certiirntei miMnnriing at 
t list hour. 

"5. — 'That every day, at 3 o'clock, 
p.m., they publish on account of the total 
amount or gold they may have received 
doring the dsy, and of the total amount 
they may have relumed, adding the total 
amounts of gold in their Coffers at 3 o'clock 
— of certifies let outstanding— and of slock 
held— at that hour. 

"The paper certificates wilt constitute 
Ihe paper currency, and issued iu the 
manner I have described, there in no room 
for control. reguUrknt, discretion, or inter- 
ference of any sort. The Commissioners 
are mare automate™, their actions nee 
purely automat tc ( and if Mr. Babbage 
could invent a cast-iron machine lo per- 
form th* functions which I have required 
from them, he would supply the best in- 
strument that could be devised for earn- 
ing tbs plan into execution . 

"By this process the Commissioners, 
aa far the present stale of the paper issuei 
can be ascertained, would coniiiutly hold 
about jfJ3u, 000,000 worth of th* public 
deht, ihe interest of which, leai the ex- 
pense of their establishment, &c, could 
hsrdly be Irs* than aS8O0,0l» per annum, 
and ibis would go in aid of the revenue. 
In addition to this progt, the country would 
derive another, resulting from the loss and 
den I ruction of certifies! vs. 

" Entire and daily publicity is essential 
to tht proper and rffiiient working of the 
plan. Every member of the community 
will then be in a condition to learn that 
which he has the dearest right to knnw, 
as being one of the value of whose pro- 
perty is daily affected by the greater or 
Irii ou( standing amount of certificates , 
and the converging rays of public judg- 
ment upon the action ol the plan will 
enlighten every one as to its real character 
and conseq. leases.

"Tbe same events take place when the 
addition is made artificially by the iuititu- 
lion ol a paper currency Iu Kngland, which 
releists Jt!,1U,UIK),ir0n ot gold, and uffers it 
to universal demand.

How to Select S-nii«r. — September 
being the month when breeders and deal- 
ers meet together to effect their customary 
changes of stock, we give Mr. Hillyard a 
opinion as to Ihe form and shape of a 
ua«rui sheep : — " My idea of a useful 
sheep is (he observes) that it should have* 
long, straight, sod lot back, a good scrag,

Till within about Hve-and-thirty years, it 
was the custom to keep the wether sheep 
till they were shout three years old. On 
the introduction of the Bakewcl) breed, 
they hare been sent to market at about 
t wetil y-two months old j but within th* hut 
year or two It has been found that by cut- 
ting Swedish turnips iu the Arid for them, 
they may be fat enough to go Co market at 
fourteen month* old. It Ihii practice 
should become general, aa immensely 
larger number of sheep will be bred, and, 
in many cases, this further advantage will 
be gained ; most fields have pans of 
them where the com and turnips grow 
weaker than on others ; these pan* msy 
be assisted by having iumipi grown on 
the stronger part consumed no the weaker. 
Connoisseurs will sav d such young meat is 
not so good flavoured ; for eating In winter, 
when all meal should be well kept, it msy 
not be ; but for summer, when it 
must be eaten fresh, ot be liable to 
taint, the youngest meat is th* moat 
tender and best.

nately a calm ; had there been a breeze, 
the probabiliy is that sll lives would have 
been lost.
